Thero have been rumors abroad for BCV- 
tital days to tlm effect that the grand 
jury would find iiiuictmuuts ii^aiiiBt all 
thy monibore of ihe board ol supervi- 
sors.

The City Council of Oakland Passes Both in

pointment of an ollicer to seo that tho 
law is obeyed, nnd also to inspect milk, 
butler, moats and various articles of 
food exposed for milo within tho city. 
His Eiilary is $1500 a year, anil if lie pur- 
forms all the ihitios required of him, ho 
Will t^trn Ins salary, 


FollfnviiiK iue some of the things which 


tho ordinance prohibitH: The sale of 
impu:>; or diluted mill;, or aktmined 
milk, unless the cnu coiitmninj: it is 
plainly labeled with the words "skimmed 
milk." To feed COWB unwholesome food 
or umvholeaouit) drink. The name of 
the dairy must bo painted on the milk 
wagon and on tho milk cans. All dai- 
ries must bo rcclstcrcd with tho Board 
of Health, with location, number of 
cows, name of owner. If any diseased 
cow ia found in a dairy, no milk from 
(tint dairy eh .ill ho sold until the dis- 
eased cow 1ms -been removed. Tho in- 
spnctor Bhnll have full access, egress and 
in^roes lo all places whore milk is stored 
or kept (or aalo, to all wagons, carriages 
or other vehicle, railroad cars or convey- 
ances of uny kind used for tho convey- 
ance f>r transportation, or delivery of 
milk, jto uny warehouse, dairy, hotel,
